Document D 1 (WO 0241 835 A2) discloses the claimed compounds represented by the formula as estrogen receptor modulator having 
beta (ERp) selective agonist that is useful for the treatment of various conditions including bone loss, bone fractures, osteoporosis, 
cartilage degeneration, endometriosis, uterine fibroid disease, increase levels of LDL cholesterol, cardiovascular disease, etc. . . 

Document Dl (US 2002/0099046 Al) leaches use of various agents including calcium channel blocking agent, beta-adrenergic blocking 
agent, angiotensin-converting enzyme inhibitor, angiotensin-II receptor, a thiazide diuretic and peripheral vasodilator as known agent 
for the treatment of cardiovascular disease including angina pectoris, hypertension. 

Claims 1-14 meet Novelty and Inventive Step criteria under PCT Article 33(2) since the subject matter of the claimed invention is not 
fully disclosed in the prior art references.
